Though, with your passion in knowing more about human, 
the course could be interesting indeed. If you are really interested in this 
field, do prepare yourself 2-3 weeks before the semester starts!

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PSYC1004 is also a pre-requisite for students who are going to major in 
Psychology. Psychological study stresses on quantitative validity of results.

Statistics. However, it also includes more sophisticated concepts and 
techniques, e.g., hypothesis testing and the use of SPSS, a software used 
in statistics. Some students may be afraid of taking math courses. The 
course is, nonetheless, well-designed for beginners, with reasonable 
p 17 Demands on learners and a moderate workload (assignment: 4-5 
Questions per week; 1 mid-term exam and 1 final exam) 



SOCI1001 Introduction to Sociology 
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Sociology investigates the interaction between men and society from a 
rational approach. SOCI1001 is one of the pre-requisites for students 
doing Sociology major. The course introduces several traditional theories 
and explains some social phenomena and personal acts from different 
perspectives. Topics include social stratification, work, sex and gender 
and education. The course is closely related to our lives and is 
interactive. The course lecturer always uses interesting and active 
approaches in conducting lectures. Assessments include a presentation, 
an essay and a final exam, while the exact assessment methods differ 
from different lecturers. 



^ SOWK1001 Introduction to Social Administration 
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ln SOWK1001, discussed topics include the basic theories of social policies, 
social welfare systems, education systems, the privatization of housing 
systems. Mandatory Provident Fund and Comprehensive Social Security 
Assistance Scheme (CSSA). According to past experience, past 
Legislative Councilor Dr. Yeung Sum has acted as the course lecturer and 
tutor. Each tutorial class involves around ten students, and presentation 
groups of around 2-3 students are formed. Each group is required to do a 
presentation on a specific topic and the rest of the group would discuss 
on it. An essay of 3000 words is submitted near the end of the course 
and there is also a final exam. 
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^* GEOG1012 Economic and Social Development in an 
Urbanising World

diagrams and quote their examples with references and exact dates.

Another focus of this 
course would be the interaction between the above issues and the natural 
environment. Globalization is one of the most influential issues nowadays. 
This course would help you know more about the globalizing trend in the 
world. Unlike most other social sciences courses, you are not required to 
attend any tutorial sessions. The only assignment for this course is a 
1500-word term essay. At the end of the semester, you are required to 
take a written exam. 
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^ POLI1003 Making Sense of Politics 
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POLI1003 is the pre-requisite for students majoring in 
Administration. This course is based on basic political 

legitimacy, the difference between state and nation, and that of unicamera 
and bicameral. Attending lectures and keeping up with reading materials ar 
the ways to obtain good grades. The workload of this course is not considere 
to be heavy. According to last year's experience, you are required to hand i 
a final essay of 1500 words and take a written exam. If you are particularly, 
interested in politics, P0LI1003 would be a nice choice to start.
